expense have built free public hig h 
schools that are objects of pride to 
the prog ressive citizen and of ines­ 
timable g ood to the community. 
These 
schools

from small beg inning s until the in­ 
struction that many of them g ive is 
eq ual to that of many so-called col­ 
leg es. 
T hey are 
the peojile’s schools, 
and they have 
turned 
out g rand 
men and women, who but for the 
0 
instruction they received in these 
public schools 
would 
have been 
com])elled to g o throug h life 
de ­ 
prived of tlie blessing s that a liberal 
education g ives. 
'Fhey are free schools, 
but the 
people of the various comm unities 
have been left the necessary lati- 
tilde in providing courses of study 
suitable to their surrounding s. 
It would be manifestly unfair and 
burdensom e to 
require the tax-pay- 
ers of a thinly settled district to 
m aintain a hig h school such as can 
easily be supported in a town like 
Sedalia or Spring field. 
So, too, it would be cruel and 
tyrannous for the stateGto restrict 
the people of Sedalia and Spring ­ 
field 
in the instruction they are 
able and willing to g ive their chil­ 
dren in the only schools the masses 
of those children can ever hope to 
attend. 


For the state to say, “ You must 
and shall g o just so far, but under 
no circum stances shall your ciiild 
be 
taug ht more 
concerning 
any 
branch of 
learning than is 
c o n­ 
tained in this or 
that 
particular 
b o o k ” is a species of g overnm ent 
parternalism and tyranny the free 
people of Missouri will not long 
submit to. 
To undertake to sit down at ]ef- 
ferson City and with a broad-axe 
cut out a modj:‘l iq ion which every 
school in the state, without excep­ 
tion or variation, shall be conducted, 
is a manifest absurdity, however 
much it may be in keeping with the 
impractical ideas of the visionary 
state 
superintendent 
of 
public 
schools. 


No Missouri leg islature ever in-' 
tended to frame such a law, and no 
Missouri court will so construe any 
law upon the statute book. 
The law was intended to benefit 
the people of Missouri, not as an 
eng ine for their oppression. 
The school board of Sedalia, a 
board conq iosed of as law-abiding 
and conscientious men as there are 
in the state, construed the law to 
mean that they should reijuire the 
pupils to buy the books adopted by 
the 
commission 
when the books 
they were then 
using 
are 
co m ­ 
pleted, but the board did not un­ 
derstand that the law reipiired the 
people of Sedalia to buy new books 
on subjects 
which 
their children 
had nearly completed. 
^Vhen the pupils came to take uj) 
new branches would be time enoug h 
to force them to buy new books. 
This is a reasonable construction 
of the law, taken 
in 
connection 
with the purpose for which it was 
enacted. 
It is the spirit of the law 
— a law intended to save money to 
the people of
